appears that "Mr. J. W." has taken some 
*• x captions to a letter from "Russellvillc. 
May 9, 1865/" 

I suppose he has some idea that be can 
again •'bully" tbe <|iiiet citizens of thi* 
county, as of yore, or why want the address 
of theWriter ?* I believe, it is said in "Ire- 
land' that every "dog has his day," and 
that will hold good in relation to J. Wesley 
Malone; he has had "his day" in Lagan 
county, and the more quiet he observes the 
better it will be for bim. 

While be was having his day it was n 
hard serieaof days for the Union people ol 
this county. 1 w'ill take bis propositions as 
they appear: 

"1st. That I have been all my life a "gen- 
tleman." 

As earl v as 1861, J. Wesley Malone wa< 
an(* that "too while acting in'the responsible 
tuition in the State Guard) attempting t'» 
badly tbe Union men of this county. Ami 
it was a frequent occurrence to see him 
t iding up and down the streets of Russell- 
ville, swearing that be would "kill some 

d -d Abolitionist." That line of coudu< - 

would entitle any one who pursued it t< 
the title of "gentleman." I suppose it i* 
also an act ol gentility to go to the house of 
a high-toned gentleman, such au one as Dr. 
Bailey, ot this county, and not only rot 
him of all his effects that he could gel 
away, but also to curse Mrs. B., and other- 
aria* abuse her, and that too in the absent t 
of her husband. 

Even admittiug that be was a confederate 
soldier at that time, is that sort of proceed- 
ing an v mark of either the gentleman oi 
true soldier ? But it appears he was at th;ii 
time not a soldier, but a conservator ot the 
peace, being Judge of tbe Logan count j 
court. If convicted upon the 1st charge, 
that of being no gentleman, I charge him 
with boing a "robber, und a cut throat gen- 
erally." I say thai J. Wesley Malone war- 
actually a Colonel in the confederate army. 
He, as such commander, must he held re- 
sj»onsible for the conduct of bis command: 
and it is a notorious fact that his "gaug oi 
cut throats" have been a terror to the good 
people of Logan county hf the last ei^ir 
or ten months. 

J. Wesley Malone would no doubt fee! 
highly insulted were any one to tell him 
that in l^il he, in company with some other 
men of his class, were engaged in kid- 
napping free negroes from this county, and 
shipping them to southern markets, under 
a pretense that he was takiug them u 
"work in hospitals" at C'larksville. Teun.. 
a crime alike against the general Govern- 
ment and the statutory laws of Kentucky. 
A "gentleman., and has been a'l his life !'' 1 
have known him a number of years, and 
while I have heard almost every charge 
made against bim, from arson to murder, I 
never yet knew one who had the audacity 
to call hi m a gentleman. 

But as sell-praise is said to be "half scan- 
dal," I silppose that is the light in which be 
desired bis first proposition to be viewed. 

2d. "Four years an honorable soldier ot 
tbe Confederate States army." 

I will simplay say his second proposition 
is a base falsehood." He left here in Februa- 
ry, 1862, when the Confederate army ske- 
daddled from Kentucky, and at that lime 
he was not a Confederate soldier, and never 
uad been, and, in fact, tbe people of this 
section never heard from him from that 
time until about two months ago, when be 
turned up in Christian county, claiming 
that he had been in ibe army, but was then 
a "bona tide" citizen of the United States, 
having been, as he reported, in Louisville 
and "taken the oath;" since which time he, 
at the head of a sett of "scape gallows," has 
I »een running at "loose ends" in this section 
of country, striking terror to tbe hearts ol 
houest men throughout the entire region. 
If be was engaged in honorable warfare, 
why not arrest and try by court martial 
his second in command, Msjor Baker, who 
on the 9th day of March last, went to the 
bouse of Mr. Woodward, at Auluirn, and 
robbed him of all the money in his posses- 
sion, and threatened to kill him on the spot, 
but finally released bim with the under- 
standing that if in two weeks, when he re- 
turned, be would not furnish him seven 
thousand dollars, death would be his por- 
tion. Such proceedings as that tolerated by 
the chief officer, and be an honorable sol- 
dier. "Oh, consistency thou art a jewell,' 
and so is honor among "J. W. Maloue's 
cut-throats." 

"3d. Now a bonu tide citizen of the United 
States." 

By reference t (J t;,e s. -..n.] section of a 
proclamation by tsM President, dated 
Washington, May 1K65, which shows 
conclusively that J. Wesley Malone is not 
a citizen of the United States Government, 
or else, if he had uo comouHson and did 
not belong to the Confedeiate Slates" army, 
he is an outlaw and cut-throat, a "gentle- 
man of the road." and is not entitled to as 
much respect as the negroes he allured 
from home in 1861 to sell into slavery. I 
f.-e be seriously objects to being classed 
with "Harper," and introduces United 
°*Tfr shoulder-straps as a proof that he is 
an honorable returned soldier. While I do 
not wish to cast any imputations upon the 
military authorities, I think Gen. Murray 
could be spending bis time to better advan- 
tage for tbe interest of tbe Government 
than by endorsing for J. Wesley Malone's 
honesty. 

As to th - injustice done Capt. Scott, of 
G«n. Murray's staff: If Capt. Scott is no* 
able to take care of his reputation, he 
should then notify tbe State in general or- 
ders that he has employed J. Wesley Ma- 
lone, the "gentlemanly Confederate' colo- 
nel," as his advocate. I should be pleased 
to see the " Unto* men" of this section of 
country who would endorse for you, J. W. 
Gen. Murray has done it, but I know of no 
other man in this district, either military or 
civil, who would do anything of the kind.

.las. Harlan, Jr.. Couldn't Hold his Peace 
s P eak^°u ger-He °T 9tm * to

Frankfort, June 3, 1865. 
Deab Press: Last evening, at the Court 
House, James Harlan, Jr., made the first 
of his intended series of addresses in this 
county, preparatory to his election (T) to 
the naxt General Assembly. The Constitu- 
tion — illegal military arrests— State rights, 
Ac., were the burden of his remarks : "No 
one," said he, "would go farther than he 
would in the support of the Oomtitnt ion and 
equal rights. I am for the white man and 
the maintenance of civil authority: 1 am 
opposed to tbe amendment act, for I con- 
sider that each State has the right to man- 
age its own peculiar institutions in its own 
way. Why, I would ask, should this priv- 
ilege be denied us? Were not States first 
formed separately and independently of 
each other, and did they not thus exist in 
harmony long before the Constitution was 
formed ? In forming the Constitution it 
was expressly declared and decided that 
tbe States did not yield their individual 
sovereignty but for all time to come State 
rights should be guaranteed to them. Gen- 
tlemen : I am for the Constitution and the 
hi u s - but then I would ask : If Ohio, Indi- 
ana and lilinois should declare and insist 
that old Kentucky should abolish slavery, 
would that act make it binding upon us to 
do so ? If not, then in God's name I would 
ask how any number of States can compel 
us to? Look at the state of our country at 
the present time ! We are controled, gov- 
erned, and run over by a set of abolition 
fanatics: Charles Sumner, Williaw Lloyd 
Garrison, and Fred. Douglass are the lead- 
ing spirits. I have been told tbe last two 
years that I must hold my peace — but I can 
hold my peace — I must and will speak out 
and use strong language too. Is not the 
writ of habeas corpus set aside, aud 
are not illegal military arrest- tbe 
order of the day aud night.' We are told 
that peace has come — but how are we to 
have peace but by succumbing to military 
authority. We have rights as freemen and 
we will maintain them. What if this state 
of things is carried out, is to be our future? 
We are told by Henry Wilson, Robert Dale 
Owen, aud others, that in consulting with 
the blacks in the Northern and ifiatarn 
Slates, and in Canada, that is their wis 1 ! to 
live South; that this climate is most conge- 
nial to them, and their early associations 
aud affinities would draw them here. 1 
doubt not this will be the result. The Gulf 
States will not tolerate them anil they will 
l>e found dead in the swain'M* aud by-places, 
nnd they will be driven to the old Border 
States, aud we shall be ovurrun by the 
nigger! Then working men of Kentucky 
what will be your fate? Why, wages will 
be reduced to little or nothing. The nigger 
wilt steal his bam in the night and tSn 
offer to work for 25 cents per day. And 
how in God's name can you comjiete with 
this? I tell you, fellow-citizens, we are to 
be reduced to the level of the nigger unless 
we bestir ourselves and counteract the Ab- 
olition tide which is setting against us." 

If Mr. Harlan wishes to enlighten his 
country upon theCoustitution, State Rights 
and Liberty, which be harps so much upon, 
'twould be well f .r him to propose debating 
these subjects, for it is plainly discernable 
that he of all others needs to have his cyt - 
anointed with the eye salve of truth.

Villi Kentucky mounted infantry, has, 
within a lew days, captured several guer- 
rillas iu Anderson county. Among those 
captured iu Anderson is Samuel D. Tro- 
man, a brother of the noted robber guerrilla 
leader lien. Troman, who, with his gang of 
rogues, has been a terror to thiscommunii > 
tor some j-ears or more. Capt. Brown also 
captured iu Franklin county, near Frank- 
fort, on the night of the 31st of May, three 
young men of verv respectable parentage, 
who are charged with belonging to a guer- 
rilla band who have very recently been en- 
gaged in some extensive robberies. One ol 
the party who was captured first, by the 
name of Carry, informed on these young 
men, told their whereabouts and how they 
could be taken, and how mauy pistols they 
had, etc , which all turned out to be true. 
They were captured with his assistance, 
and the very property found in their pos- 
session that he had described; but unfortu- 
nately he msde his escape while the squad 
under Capt. Brown were securing the three 
whom they were in pursuit of. Carry nay* 
these men were a part of the party who 
some weeks ago robbed aud destroyed the 
cars near Cincinnati, Ohio, on the Ohio anil 
Mississippi railroad, when the Adams Ex- 
press Company's safe was robbed of a larn- 
amount of money. The names of the youiin 
men are: Williamson, McKee and Moony, 
all lK>rn and raised in Franklin county, 
within a few miles of Frankfort, and have 
but very recently gone into the business. 

('apt. Brown deserves great credit for his 
energy in hunting up the pilferers. He 
has done more in killing, capturing and 
running of! these scoundrels than any other 
man could have done in this county. He 
and his men are thoroughly acquainted 
with the country, and know how to bunt 
them and find them, and he should by all 
means be kept here as long as he remain.-, 
in the service. There is very great need ot 
the presence of the blue coat boys just 
now. 

Many of the returned rebel soldiers are 
not yet sufficiently humbled, and still worse 
rebel sympathizers are openly boasting that 
ium as soon as the bayonets are removed 
then they will show the Uniou men who 
will rule this county.

EXTRA SESSION.

An unusually large congregation assem- 
bled Sunday evening at the Plymouth 
Church, Brooklyn, the attraction being a 
special discourse to be delivered by Mr. 
Beecher upon the above subject. After the 
usual preliminary services the reverend 
gentlemen announce his text from Proverbs 
xxviii, 20— '^2 inclusive. 

"A faithful man shall abound in bless 
ings," etc. 

Mr. Beecher said a faithful man was evi 
dently an honest and upright man — one 
who obeyed the iaws of thrift and economy 
in all his business relations; and while by 
"him who hastened to be wealthy" was ev- 
idently meant, one who disobeyed those 
iaws, and sought money by uniust means, 
and without rendering a lawful equivalent 
therefor. It was this Kind of hastening to- 
ward wealth which implied destruction- 
destruction moral, and destruction in busi- 
ness—crashes, panics and the like. 

New York, during the past week, has 
been subject, more than all things, to the 
perplexity of fluctuations in value. Not 
even this civil war, the successful termina- 
tion of which was now in sight— not even 
the operations of Grant or of Sherman 
could maintain their interest beside the 
price of gold, and the danger of panic and 
commercial failure. In Wall street and 
William street there had been giound aud 
lofty tumbling ; failures had been the great 
topic of conversation, and the wildest ex- 
citement had prevailed. Such fluctuations 
demanded especially the careful attention 
of the young. He had seen many panics in 
the course of bis life, and it was generally 
said that when business had resumed its 
wonted course, after one of these financial 
earthquakes, it required about ten years to 
develop another. The fact was after a 
panic sobriety and moderation generally 
succeeded, and were the law of business 
until the crisis that gave rise to their exer- 
cise was worn out of the minds of the busi- 
ness community. This state of morals 
would continue for four or five years, and 
business would prosper. Then an inordi- 
nate thirst for gain would creep in ; specu- 
lation would v ecome the order of the day, 
and another crash would follow by a law 
just as natural as that which regulated the 
rising and the setting of the sun. 

Now it there was a law regulating the 
conduct of business, it was worth the while 
for men to find it out and profit by it; and 
this might be done by a species of induc- 
tion. The first step toward demoralization 
was the abandonment of fixed methods of 
business. Men would carry on their regu- 
lar avocatious with the left hand or not at 
all, while the right was busy with some 
scheme of illegitimate game. Then fol- 
lowed excitement. Theu came what might 
be called diseased hope; and this was the 
root of gambling, where the desire of 
wealth was iuordinate and its accumula- 
tion was not based upon a fair rendering of 
equivalents. Hen* came in what the wise 
man called "the evil eye" of him who hast- 
ed to make money. Men would undertake 
to fix fictitious values; and fortunes wouid 
be suddenly made und us suddenly lust. 
The desire lor wealth was not of itself ne- 
cessarily immoral. On the other hand it 
was a source of great good and of great in- 
fluence in society. It was only when this 
desire became inordiuate, when avarice 
took the place of a just appreciation of 
value, that it became leprehensible in the 
extreme. 

In this state of mind men would begin 
to put upon the regular course of business 
enormous bubbles; companies would 
spring up like musketoes in a Southern 
swamp, and like them, admirably adapts I 
to purposes of suction, the most ingenious 
appeal- would be made to the cupidity or 
the credulity of the men; aud by and by 
the bubble would burst, and whoever had 
invested would burst with it. Now, the 
success of such things implied something 
stable, just as the presence of counterfeit 
coin implied the existence of real value. 
But, alas, there was no evil to which men 
might not be hired by a prospect of gain. 
So when the company was about to col- 
lapse, the engineer would very quietly re- 
tire from the blow pipe or had it to some- 
body else. It was not generally the direc- 
tors and officers of these companies who 
lost, nor were they especially anxious in 
general to find out who it was. Then there 
was the game of what was called, lor lack 
of a better name, sharp practice, just a step 
lower in the scale of morality— the whole 
system aud engineering of craft. Fortunes 
were made with fabulous rapidity; aud 
men h id come to think that of all things 
the art of mouey-making was governed by 
no natural laws. 

Mr. so-and-so, they said, had made an in- 
calculable fortune. Incalculable to him, 
no doubt. He never did calculate. He never 
could, if he tried. Mr. so-and-so was just 
beginning to live; and such talk as this 
we were likely to hear just because the 
world did not know the difference between 
honest genius aud downright gambling. 
All flesh was grass, aud all New York tiYsli 
in particular. Wall street and William 
street were peculiar. There fortunes were 
made to-day and lost to-morrow. To-day a 
mau walked, strutted, or whatever else it 
might be called. He was worth a half mil- 
lion; and everybody did him reverence. 
To-morrow he hid his head. He had lost it 
all— every cent- -aud little boys might peep 
round the comer and call him a fool with 
impunity. The difference was just this : in 
one case he was an ass loaded with sacks; 
iu tue other case an ass without tbe sacks. 
Now, it was by pictures like the foregoing 
that young men were misled. They forg. t 
that there was any law in these things, and 
were apt to regard these financial revolu- 
tions as mere atmospheric accidents. 

Mr. lieecher then proceeded to lay down 
the law of business as the law of equity, of 
equivalents, of rendering just service of 
just compeusution. The working of this 
law were embraced under two heads, viz: 
production applying to agriculture and 
manufactures; and distribution, applying 
to trade aud commerce. In either case, 
gain based upon a fair and accurate calcu- 
lation from existing lacts fell under the 
head of legitimate; while that based upon 
luck, upon diseased hope, was, in reality, 
gambling, and it made no difference in a 
moral sense whether it was done at a laro 
table or tbe gold room. It was all the same. 
The transaction was not honest. It was not 
based upon the law of rendering a just 
equivalent lor value. 

The speaker then explained the law of 
value, maintaining that value was regulat- 
ed by the amount of real thought or braiu 
work embodied in the production. Profes- 
sional men were and should be better paid 
than laborers. It was a law of value. It 
paid to have brains; aud it ought to pay. 

The speaker theu exhorted his congrega- 
tion, and especially young men to beware 
of trusting to luck to cultivate the good old 
fashioned virtues of industry, temperance, 
and frugality, and abide by its results, re- 
membering that "a man's life consisteth 
not in the abundance of things which he 
hath." 

Criuous Discovery.— Glass may even be 
turned into a lathe. Strange as it seems, 
this is literally true. No special tools even 
are needed; any amateur turner who has 
operated on either of the metals may chuck 
a piece of glass ou hia lathe, and turn it 
with the same tools, and in the same way, 
as he would a piece of steel, only taking 
care to keep the chips from his eyes. This 
strange discovery was made, almost acci- 
dentally, in the early part of 1860, by one of 
our most celebrated mechanical engineers, 
and might have been patented, but the in- 
ventor contented himself with simply put- 
ting it on record, and generously presented 
it to the uatiou. The consequence was. 
that no one cared or thought about it, and 
tbe idea has been suffered to lie nearly bar- 
ren, though capable of being turned to great 
account. Let auy amateur mechanic make 
the experiment, and he will be surprised at 
the ease with which this seemingly intrac- 
table material may be cut and fashioned to 
his will.

The two Houses this morning adjourned 

sine die, which means until the next Decem- 
ber meeting.

The two 
Houses were startled Saturday whilst <n 
evening session at suddeuly receiviug a 
message from tbe Governor vetoing the 
militia bill on the grounds of the re'.eal of 
tbe five dollar tax and the exemption 
clauses, they were however immediately 
rectified and the two cl uses inserted and 
then they were approved, so it becomes a 
law and is very near tbe same as that of 
the last years militia bill.

Slavery Standard : 

IT IS QU TO BURY THE "SBURO" IN THK 
MAN. 

The thinking mind of this country has 
been and is verv much exercised on the 
question of "what shall be done with the 
negroes for their good and for the welfare 
of the country?" Every honest manao- 
kuowledires that as we nave caused their 
emancipation we must do our part in tit- 
ling Uie-m lor freedom. Can they be made 
fit for citizenship? Can they be made as 
industrious and valuable as other members 
of society? It is not to be denied that a 
large number of intelligent people think 
that they are rather inferior, or, at any rate, 
from their degraded condition, can never 
be made valuable citizens, except in a stale 
of recognized subordination to the whites. 
There i* another large elass of people who 
think that, if they can be raised up, it must, 
in anv event, be a slow process; aud pro- 
bably the very apostles of negro elevation 
will admit in their inner mind that the 
problem of fitting negroea for a valuable 
and intelligent c itizenship is a hard one. 
In mv opinion the problem will be solved 
much in M • ;isily than many suppose; be- 
cause God will solve it, as He has soived 
the war, by natural laws applied iu His 
Providence to the case. I do not agree 
vt itii either ot the ultra schools of negro 
philosophy. Tiie sch. Kilo: Wendell Phillips, 
and of many who did not hold his extreme 
view*, hold" in substance that the negro can 
be put upon an equality with the whites. 
Legally be mav be, but socially he never 
will be. It is simply an impossibility. The 
Ethiopian cannot change his skin, nor the 
leopard his spots. It is entirely true that a 
black man may be elevated morally, in- 
tellectually, and politically, so that wo 
shall readilv and cheerfully admit his 
equality iu these particulars. A Christian 
and a Republican will deny no rights, be- 
fore the law, to any man. But it will i ol 
change the natural facts. The negro car- 
ries with him ear-marks visible to all, and 
he must remain » negro. But there is an- 
other fact which, for this generation, works 
the s mie thing. A race of degraded, dark- 
minded men, cannot be elevated in one 
generation. They must not only l>e free- 
not only educated — but there are other 
things wauling. They must have the halm 
of elevation; they must lose the memory of 
the scourge; tliey must feel that no superior 
race looks down upon them. — " Veteran OO- 
•emer," in A*. Y. T<mes, May 22. 

By charing away ihe rubbish that ob- 
scures this quest i n, "what shall be done 
witn the negro,"' the ?nswer is plaiu to 
every honest mind— Let him alone f Stand 
from between him and the sun. If he is 
not strong enough, with the bavonet in his 
right hand and the ballot in "his left, to 
bear the heigut and glory of our Western 
civilization, let him die. Why do more for 
Africans than Irishmen? If we welcome 
all foreigners alike to this continent, to de- 
velop us boundless resources, and make 
f r tnemselves a home in whatever latitude 
or longitude may seem to them best, if we 
extend to all the rights, immunities and 
privileges of citizens of a republic, why 
should Afric ans demand any special legis- 
lation or protection at our hands? 

"Hath uot a negro eyes? Hath not a ne- 
gro hands, organs, dimensions, senses, af- 
fections, passions; fed with the same food, 
hurt with the same weapons, subject to the 
same diseases, heated by the same means, 
warmed and cooled by the same Summer 
and Winter" as a white man :s? Then why 
not subject him to the same code of laws, 
morals and social customs that govern 
other races? Henceforth let us legislate 
for men; we have puzzled ourselves long 
enough in making special laws for the black 
race. 

We have done for them what we have 
done for no other foreign nation, brought 
them to our shores at our own expense ; by 
' statutes guarded them from the dan- 
i of freedom, jury trial, free schools and 
marriage; infused our best blood into their 
veins; concentrated the thought of Church 
and State, priests and lawgivers, to ex- 
pound our creeds and codes touching their 
rights; we have done our very best to chris- 
tianize and civilize the black man, and all 
to no purpose. "He is a negro still, his ear 
marks are visible to all/' and we stand to- 
day seemingly as befogged on the question 
of hi«- righis as did lathers in the Constitu- 
tional Convention of >7. Assuming that 
for the last generation we have done the 
best we know how, suppose we modestly 
resign our work, and allow the negro to try 
the experiment of self-government — the so- 
lution of the "difficult problem" that has 
•o long puzzled the nation. Perchance he 
may prove our failure the result of our ig- 
norance aud not of his low organization, 
and by nicer laws he may reveal the "ear 
marks" of a common humanity, visible to 
the most prejudiced "observer." The 
"veteran of the Times" need have no fears 
that it will take a long time to solve this 
problem. When we look at Frederick 
Douglass, but yesterday a trembling, cring- 
ing slave, to-day a self-poised, nobleman, 
an able editor, an eloquent orator, gracing 
alike the forum and the fireside, it is absurd 
to say "it will takes generation" to develop 
the manhood of his race. 

Who that has seen the hauteur of the 
beautiful mulatto women of the South, can 
Imagine tbey remember with humility "the 
scourge and degradation ot the slave?" 
Does not the memory of injustice move us 
rather to the proudest scorn, and sting us 
quickly to an elevation that no ordinary 
experience of life can give? Would vou 
know the power of yonder quiet brook, 
now gently hastening to low itself in the 
great ocean — dam up its waters and try to 
hold it by your will. So man is mightier 
in his wrongs than in the possession of his 
unquestioned rights. Nature asserts her- 
self with wonderful quickness and power 
when an artificial pressure is suddenly re- 
moved. Ken, ember that freedom, dignity, 
and self-respect are native to the soul of 
man, and liberty his normal condition. By 
an eternal law of reaction that governs a 
like matter and mind, the aggregated years 
and powers that have held the black man 
at our feet once removed, be will quickly 
rise to diviner hights than the proudest 
Saxon holds. 

As to social equality, which the "veteran 
observer" declares impossible, why assert 
that a people like us, born under the most 
liberal institutions 

be incapable of substituting principle 
prejudice? 

Foreign nations have no prejudice against 
color In the higest circles in London and 
Paris one meets black men and women as 
equals. Our Southern chivalry have no 
prejudice against color, as their affiliation 
the nearest relations attest. There is 
in nature; children accustomed to

Man Killed at a Picnic-»Y' esterday 
a picnic was given on the Salt river road 
for the benefit of a church. Everything 
was passing off pleasantly until the arrival 
of fifteen or twenty young men Irons the 
country, who, aa soon as they entered the 
grounds, commenced cutting up iu an out- 
rageous manner. A gentletuan from this 
city by the name of Joseph Norton was 
standing at a table v/ith a little boy partak- 
ing of refreshments, when this party com- 
menced a difficulty. He remonstrat' d with 
them, when one of the crowd named Henry 
Weisert drew a revolver and commenced 
shooting at him. Norton attempted to get 
out of the way, when the whole crowd com- 
menced shooting at him. He turned and 
attempted to defend himself, and perhaps 
did shoot once, but was instantly shot down 
and almost riddled with bullets, receiving 
four shots in the head and seven through 
the body. He expired in a few minutes. 
We learn that Mr. Norton was a very so- 
ber, clever man, and has been employed for 
some time as a private watchman ou one of 
our business blocks. He leaves a family, 
we believe. 

During the melee four or five bystanders 
were shot. Henry Weisert, who com- 
menced the shooting, was shot in the 
mouth, a lady named Lena E. Schaler was 
shot in the calf of the leg, and John Grash 
was shot in the thigh. 

The affair was one of the most outrageous 
we have ever heard of. A party of friends 
who were enjoying themselves at a picnic 
for the benefit of a house of worship were 
first insulted and then shot down by a 
party of ruffians almost within sight of the 
city. We hope every one of them will be 
arrested and brought to justice.

The Trial. 

Washington, June 5.— Several witnesses 
were called to-day to show the disloyalty of 
Leed Jenkins, a near relation of Mrs. Sur- 
rat; one of them said, after Jenkins lost a 
negro he abandoned all Union principles. 
Another said he was disloyal. 

W. Evans, Presbyterian minister, said 
he saw Dr. Mudd go into Mrs. Surrat's 
house between the Is' and 4th of March: 
he was rigidly cross examined by coursel 
for the defense and excused himself for his 
confusion of ideas and embarrassment by 
saying he had been almost crazy since the 
assassination of the President. 

Witnesses were produced to show Mudd 
was not at the National Hotel on the 3d of 
March, but at home. 

The record of the previous day having 
been read, the examination of witnesses was 
continued, as follows: 

Fxamination of Rev. W. B. Kvans, pas- 
tor of the Fifteenth street Presbyterian col- 
ored church of Washington, by Judge Ad- 
vocate Holt— The testimony of this witness 
was to the effect that he was well acquain- 
ted w ith J. L. Jenkins. Knew his general 
reputation to be that of a disloyal man; that 
in 1801 and previous to that period he had 

Eretended to be in favor of the Union; had 
nown him to be outspokeu and open in 
his sympathy with rebels. 

He was slightly acquainted with the Dr. 
previous to that period; he had always pre- 
tended to be in favor of the Union; nad 
known him to be open and outspoken in 
his sympathy with the rebellion; he was 
slightly acquainted with Dr. Mudd about 
the 1st of March; while comiug to Wash- 
ington the prisoner passed witness coming 
in the same direction, and entered the city 
just before witness; did not see the accused 
in the city on that occasion, neither saw 
him return nor know wheie he stopped iu 
the city. 

On cross-examination of the witness, con- 
ducted by Mr. Campbell, the following ev- 
idence was adduced: Have been acquaint- 
ed with Jenkins about 13 years; he preten- 
ded to be a Union man in 1800; but witness 
believed him a hypocrite; knew from his 
anions that he was opposed to the Govern- 
ment; the actions consisted in his betting 
that the South would succeed and the 
country would go to ruiu; didn't hear him 
use the expression but were heard froui 
others. _

The Secretary of the Navy has issued a 
circular, directing th.it in tbe employment 
of mechanics aud others in the navy yards, 
at naval stations or elsewhere, in tbe ser- 
vice of the Navy Department, preference 
be given such aa have beeu honorably dis- 
charged from naval aud marine corps, and 
especially those who have been wounded 
or disabled; provided they are capable of 
performing the duties. 

Examination at Naval Academy. 

New York, June 5. — The examination of 
the students of the Naval Academy at 
Newport, Rhode Island, is in progess. 
Among the members of the Board of Ex- 
aminers at the Naval Aeademy are Vice 
Admiral Farragut and Captain Worden. 
The students have been subjected to a rigid 
examination in their studies, put through 
the usual out-door drill, and required to ex- 
ercise in maneuvering sloops of war.

The kivkr was still falling fast yester- 
day, with barley six feet water in the canal 
in the evening by the mark. During the 
previous twenty-four hours it had fallen 
nine inches al the wharf, aud over two feet 
at Portland. The weather continues ex- 
tremely warm, the warmest of the season, 
tin- thermometer in the Bbade ranging at 
noon up to 90. 

On the falls last evening there were but 
four feet water in the pass, and falling. 

At Pittsburg yesterday, as we learn by 
our dispatches, ihe water was down to low 
water stage, with but three feet in the 
channel. 

At Cincinnati the river was also tailing 
fast, with no prospect of a rise. 

The caual is now in a deplorable condition 
for navigation, owing to the vast accumula- 
tion, or deposit of mud that has settled 
there to the depth of three or lour feet. 
Capt. Lockhart, the superintendant of the 
canal, reports but about thirty inches 
water over the mud, and the navigation of 
that channel is effectually blocked to all 
boats drawing over thirty inches water. 

The Armenia, from St. Louis, with a car- 
go of iron ore for Pittsburg, drawing five 
feet water, has been compelled to lie up at 
the foot of the canal to await a rise. It was 
thought that she could u t lighten as fast as 
l the river was falling. In the mean time a 
heavy fort* is at work trying to clear out 
i the mud in the canal. 

The Silver Moon was due from Memphis 
1 last evening, and she too may have to tie up 
at the foot of the canal. 
The Elnora, the Evansville packet, came 
j up through the canal yesterday, en route 
I for Parkersburg, under Government or- 
| ders. 

The officers of the Elnora request to state 
! to the public, especiallv to all along the 
I river route hence to Evansville, that she 
I has not abandoned the trade, but will be on 
I tbe track again as soon as released. The 
! owners of the boat express their determina- 
I 1 ion to continue the Elnora permanently in 
the packet trade hence to Evansville. 

Our port list this morning is unusually 
large, embracing, however, several boats 
that came in from Parkersburg Sunday 
evening with troops for the rendezvous at 
the Water Works. 

The great steamer Rutb, Capt. Pegram, 
arrived from New Orleans last evening, 
and to Henry Walker we are indebted for a 
river memorandum and New Orleans pa- 
pers of tbe 30th ult. The Ruth made the trip 
in five days and twenty hours, including all 
delays. She was full to overflowing with 
passengers, having 273 for Cairo and 200 for 
this port, the best trip ever made from 
New Orleans. 

The Ruth was detained nearly 11 hours 
below Cairo by unusual delays, yet made 
the run to Cairo in a little over lour days. 
We believe she can easily make regular 
busine-s trips from New Orleans to this 
port in five days. Passengers by the Ruth 
speak in high terms of the good fare, mag- 
nificent cabin accommodations, and courte- 
ous attentions of the officers and employees. 
They all unite in praising her as the great- 
est boat afloat 

The Ruth returns to New Orleans to- mor- 
row, Wednesday, evening, from Portland. 
She wants a couple thousand tons of freight, 
and can comfortably berth one hundred aud 
fifty cabin passengers.
